NEW MADRID, Mo., Oct. 24.— 


Dr. Edgar W. Ammann of 65958 
Kingsbury boulevard, St. Louis, who 
left his home on Oct. 10 telling his 
wife and 13-year-old datighter that 
he was going on a long * vacation 
probably to New Orleans was found 
this morning in his houseboat which 
had been towed by his motor boat, 
from St. Louis. near 


Cates Landing, Tenn., about 30 
miles above here on the Mississippi 
River by Coroner E. A. Burke of 
Cairo, I). : 

The Coroner made the 110-mile: 
trip from Cairo here in a motor boat 
yesterday and today to find Dr. Am- 
mann and have him return to Cairo 
to testify in the inquest of a man 
who was found shot dead on the 
river bank there, near where Dr. 
Ammann’s boats had been moored 
last Friday, the day the Ammann 
party left Cairo. Dr. Ammann was 
shown photographs of the dead man 
and he said that he had never seen 
the man before. 

To Return to Cairo. 

Coroner Burke said that there was 
a strong resemblance between the 
dead man, who has not yet been 
identified, and Dr. Ammann. The 
man was at first identified last Sat- 
urday as Dr. Ammann by residents 
of Sairo. Dr. James Stewart, Super- 
visor of Hygiene of the St. Louis 
Board of Education, for years a 
friend of Dr. Ammann, came to Cairo 
Saturday and declared the body was 
not htat of Dr. Ammann. 

The houseboat on which the party 
was found today 1s a small, two- 
room craft, and the motor boat is a 
large, powerful one. 

The Coroner and his party saw, be- 
sides Dr. Ammann, an elderly man, 
a youth, H. R. Perry of St. Louis, 
who had registered at a Cairo hotel, 
and a girl, who appeared to be in her 
twenties on board. Others were heard 
talking inside the houseboat. 

The party followed the Coroner 
here, and Burke prepared to ques- 
tion each member of it. Dr. Am- 
mann readily agreed to return to 
Cairo to give his testimony, and the 
inquest, which was begun Saturday, 
will be finished probably tonight. 

Left Cairo Friday. 

Dr. Ammann said he drove _ to 
Cairo and arrived there Oct. 11. 
His car is in a garage there now, he 
said. He left Cairo on the house- 
boat, which others had brought 
down the river, Friday morning at 
about the time a shot was heard on 
the river bank which is presumed 
to have been the one by which the 
unidentified was was killed. 

Caroner Burke's party stopped at 
Hickman, Ky. last night after a 
trip of 56 miles. 

A shot was heard on the river 
bank at Cairo within a short time of 
the departure of the houseboat party 
at 10 a. m. Friday, and at 4 p. m. a 
man who resembled Dr. Ammann 
in general appearance was found 


shot to death on a lonely road close 


to where the houseboat ‘had beer. |

Believes Man Was Murdered. 

“Tt cannot help believing this man 
was murdered, and did not commit 
suicide,”” said Coroner Burke. “The 
single shot through his head passed 
almost directly from the right to 
the left temple, and there was no 
powder burn. We found the revolv- 
er, a 32-20 Colt’s special, on the left 
side of the body. The bullet we rce- 
moved from the wound fitted the 
revolver, which had five  unfired 
shells.” 

Dr. Ammann has not practiced 
medicine for years, but was employed 
as office manager of the Philip 
Rowan Boller Works in St. Louls,

By the Asaociated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The 
Senate defeated today, 46 to 28, an 
amendment to the tax revision bill 
proposing to reduce the normal in- 
come tax to 2 per cent on the first 
$5000 of income, 4 per cent on the 
second $5000 and to 6 per cent on 


the third $5000. Two Republicans, 
Johnson, California ,and La Follette, 
Wisconsin, voted with the solid Dem- 
ocratic membership in favor of the 
amendment. 

Meantime leaders on both sides of 
the chamber are seeking to marshal 
their full forces for the coming tax 
revision fights by summoning back 
to Washington the more than score 
of Senators—a majority of them Re- 
publicans—-who have been absent 
during consideration of the revenu2 
measure. 


GOVERNMENT SUIT TO BREAK UP 
-MID-WEST. CEMENT BUREAU 


Action Filed in Chicago to Enjoin 
Organization “From Keeping Up 
Unlawful Combination.” 

L'y the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 24.—A suit in equity 
to. enjoin the Midwest Cement Credit 
and Statistical Bureau from ‘‘keeping 
up an unlawful combination and con- 
spiracy in restraint of interstate 
trade and commerce in cement” was 
filed in Federal Court today by the 
Government. 

Twenty-four firms are named as 
defendants. The defendants operate 
30 mills in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Missouri 
and Kentucky. 

Among those named are: Missouri 
Portland Cement Co., St. Louis; Con- 
tinental Portland Cement Co., . St. 
Louis; Cape Girardeau Portland Ce- 
ment Co., ape Girardeau, Mo. 

Harry L. Block, president of the 
Missouri Portland Cement Co., said 
he knew the Government had been 
investigating the bureau for about 
a year. He said the bureau was 
operated solely as a credit clearing 
house and had never had anything 
to do with prices. Members of the 
bureau, he explained, sent in re- 
ports of the amount of cement man- 
ufactured, shipped and on hand each 
month, and consulted the bureau 
only on the credit standing of pros- 
pective purchasers.

Four armed men entered the Ho- 
diamont Bank at 6145 Bartmer ave- 
nue, in Wellston, at 11:05 a. m., to- 
day, and stole an amount said by the 
bank’s officers to be $7189.19, after 
forcing five employes and a customer 
to lie on the floor. They took cur- 
rency from two cages and escaped in 
an automobile in which a fifth man 


had been waiting outside. 

The statement as to the sum sto- 
len was given om by 8S. C. Gossom, 
president of the bank, after a count 
of the cash remaining in the bank 
after the robbery. He said $15,000 
was sent to a downtown bank for re- 
deposit an hour before the robbery. 

When the robbers entered, Arthur 
Snelson, a customer, was at a teller’s 
»window. One of the robbers pulled 
down the shade of the front win- 
dow and the others pointed revolvers 
at Snelson and compelled him to gv 
through a door leading into the 
banking room behipd the cages. 

All Compelied Lie Down, 

Samuel Gossom, cashier; three 
other men employed and Miss Lena 
Schucher, a clerk, were in this 
room. The robBers tovered them 
with revolvers and commanded them 
to lie down. All obeyed. 

Two of the robbers then took cur- 
rency and bags of small change from 
the cashier’s and teller’s cages. They 
did not try to get into the drawers 
or the safe. The robbers then ran 
out the front door, having been in 
the bank about four minutes. 

Escape in Closed Auto. 

Persons in the neighborhood sald 
they saw the men jump into a dark 
blue closed automobile, which drove 
to Etzel avenue, a block north of the 
bank, and then turned west. The di- 
viding line between the city and 
county intersects the bank bullding 

Cashier Gossom, who was one of 
those forced to Ile down, is a nephew 
of the bank's president. He was 'n 
one of the two cages when the rob- 
bers entered. 

Though several persons saw the 

robbers run from the bank and 
jump into a blue automobile, the 
only person found by the police who 
saw them arrive at the bank was 
Carl Dickey, 14 years old, of 6207 
Spencer boulevard. He said 
about 11 a. m. he 
stop near the bank. 
a few minutes and a taxicab arrived. 
Two of the robbers alighted from 
the sedan and two from the taxi- 
cab, the boy said, and after a short 
conference they entered the bank.

BERLIN, Oct. 24:—Gen. Luden- 


dorff in his book, “War and Poli- 
tics,"" which is to appear next week, 
appeals to the German people to 
rally under the old Prussian leaders 
and prepare for the next war. This 
book, which at the time of the arma- 
ment 


the talk of all Germany, might be 
called by the same title as Bern- 
hardi’s “Germany and the Next 
War” of 1911. 

The General in his book now ma- 
tures his thoughts on the conduct of 
the last war, the mistakes in leader- 
ship and political handling and 
shows how they must be avoided in 
the future. 

He pleads for a return to a strong 
Central Power—the restoration of 
the monarchy—and declares that 
Germany, though disarmed, can still 
stand united. This plea is based on 
Bismarck’s words: “We Germans 
must hold together and stand back 
to back if we are not to Jose the 
benefits of past sacrifices.” 

Gen. Ludendorff puts it this way: 

“The era of wars which began 
with the world war will bring on 
new wars. This is the only way for 
us Germans to look upon the world 
today.” 

“War and Politics’’ opens with the 
following passage: 

“We Germans flattered ourselves 
before the war that we were masters 
of men and a race of mast¢rs. We 
are anything but that. Our inter- 
national tendency prevented our un- 
derstanding the true psychology of 
the world; we failed to emphasize 
sufficiently that might makes right 
and that one’s people is everything. 

Hohenzolierns Made Prussianism. 

“The Hohenzollerns made the Ger- 
man people. Since the time of the 
Thirty Years War they have accom- 
plished the Titanic task of forming 
a large portion of the German peo- 
ple into a solid willful body, as this 
world demands. The*great success 
of this princely house is that it guve 
the German people a special con- 
ception of life known as Prussian- 
ism. # 

“Now we atand at the end of this 
epoch in German history and are be- 
ginning the next. 

“We must find our way back again. 
We must see the world as it is and 
not as we have latterly thought and 
wished. Then as true Germans we 
must draw the right conclusions.”’ 

At this point in his book Gen. 
Ludendorff openly demands a return 
to the monarchy and the Hohenzol- 
lerns, but the work is full of such 
roundabout phrases as those just 
quoted. Like all of his class, the 
General is violently anti-Semitic, and 
the war lord even quotes Henry Ford 
to substantiate his position. 

Not content with an attack on the 
I‘beralism of the Jews, he attacks 
the liberalism of-Christianity, which, 
“despite the good it has done, had 
lost its. original force before we re- 
ceived it,””’ agd therebly weakened 
the willful German spirit. 

Ludendorff maintains throughout 
the book that liberalism, whatever 
the form, will cause the ruin of Ger- 
many. This thesis blames liberalism 
of internal politics for the ruin of 
the plans of the General Staff in the 
last war, and he wants to get the 
German people in a frame of mind 
where they will not let anything in- 
terfere with the General Staff in the 
next war.’

| China's hope for the outcome of

hope of Dr. Sao Ke Alfred Sze, Chi- 
‘hese minister to the United States, 
for the political future of his coun- 
try, were expressed by Minister Sze, 
a delegate to the conference, in an 
interview with.a Post-Dispatch re- 
|porter, on a train approaching St. 
Louis Friday afternoon. 

| “China desires_ sel{-development,” 
| Dr. Sze said. “China wishes to pre- 
serve its national existence, free 
from outside interference. 

“China will enter the conference 
whole-heartedly and without reser- 
vation. We shall trust to the altru- 
ism of the United States Government 
_to ‘find a solution for the problems 
affecting China. 

“China agrees with America that 

| the principles of justice must be 
used in the settlement of interna- 
|tional differences. We wish to see 
the problems of the Pacific settled tn 
accordance with those principles, 
and we believe this is wholly pos- 
sible. 
“The question is not now one of 
details, so much as of a general 
| program. Is China to be treated in 
“ccordance with the rules of interna- 
tional law? The Chinese people will 
not be satisfied unless China is so 
| treated. 

“In the past, parts of China have 
been disposed of. by treaty. Some- 
| Sanee one sort of formality has been 
observed, sometimes another, but 
interests have been 
disposed of against China’s will. 
| Business Talk Is Wanted. 

“Now we want some kind of an 
understanding. We want to know 
the conditions on which the nations 
will give us. back what they have 
taken. We shall not ask what is un- 
reasonable, and we are not going into 
the conference to find fault with this 
or that country. What we want is a 
friendly, sincere business talk. 

“It is not a question of any one 
Power, and we shall not go into the 
conference with a prejudice against 
any Power. We are ready to lav our 
cards on the table. We do not think 
we are perfect, but we do believe we 
can develop ourselves if the oppor- 
tunity is given us. 

“The full development of China 
can come only if the other 
sympathize with China and stop the 
aggression upon her.

‘Europeans used to say that China 
could not build a railroad of its 
own,” Dr. Sze said. “They said Chi- 
na had neither the resources nor the 
engineers. President Yuan Shih Kai 
said he would show that China could 
build a railroad, and China did build 
the Pekin-Suiyan Railroad, which is 
now, as a natural development of its 
heavy traffic, ordering these locomo- 
tives, the largest ever sent: out of 
America. 

“The Pekin-Hankow Railroad was 
built by Belgians, but we have 
bought it back. China needs more 
railroads. We have 7000 miles, 
where we should have 100,000 and 
more. 

Can Help Solve Unemployment. 

“China, developing itself by the 
building of railroads and other im- 
provements, will help to solve the 
world’s unemployment problem. 
Many Americans do not realize the 
extent of the purchases which China 
now makes from America, particu- 
larly in cotton and in tobacco. 

“China has no serious unemploy- 
ment problem of its own at present. 
The famine districts, for which we 
were obliged to appeal to Americans 
last spring, have recovered more 
rapidly than was expected, through 
the help of timely rains. We were 
able to close the relief campaign six 
weeks sooner than we had planned. 
|The largest contribution was that of 
the United States. 

“The export trade of the United 
'States to China in the first six months 
of 1921 increased 12 per cent, while 
‘the exports to other nations showed 
a decrease.”’ ’ 

Minister Sze spoke of the rebellion 
|in the south of China against the 
Pekin Government as resembling the 
difficulties which were experienced 
in forming the American union out 
of the confederation of colonies. 

“Some of the colonies hesitated 
about following the leadership of 
Washington,’ he said. “The diffi- 
culty we are having is like that, 
‘rather than like your Civil War. 
There is no great issue or interest 
‘dividing the north and the south of 
| China, and there is no social or reli- 
‘gious division, only political differ- 
ences. 

“I hope to see these difficulties 
settled gradually, and * the country 
united into a Federal republic, on 
the pattern of the United States. 
There are those whe think China 
'should be a republic on the French 
model, with a Cabinet supreme, and 
/responsible to Parliament, rather 
than the American plan of a Presi- 
dent supreme, with a Cabinet of sec- 
retaries. 

Favors American System. 


“A long argument could be made 
as to the relative merits of these two 
plans, in an abstract way. But I am 
interested ondy in the concrete ques- 
tion of what is best for China, and I 
feel that for China, with Its wide ex- 
tent of territory, present incomplete 
communications, and the wide differ- 
ence in the viewpoint of seacoast and 
interior provinces, the American plan 
is the better one. There is also an 


” advantage for the American plan, in 


the fact that many of our young men, 
educated in this country, are familiar 
with its workings.” 

Minister Sze, in his speech before 
the Foreign Trade Bureau of the 
Sr. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
at Hotel Statler Friday night, 
spoke, on trade relations chiefly.

ployes the privilege of laying any 
proper claim or complaint before the 
Governor or some Government 
agency; to abrogate all agreements 
limiting the use of tropical labor; to 
give encouragement to agriculture; 


Philippine Islands. Do you know 
that you used to get a great propor- 
tion of your peanuts from our Shan. 
tung farmers and that most of the 
straw braid from whéch you make 
your straw hats in the summer time 
formerly came from  Shantung 
Province? Shantung Province has 
a population of 38,344,000 people, 
and is one of the most densely pop- 
ulated sections of the earth. 

“In many ways our ‘Province of 
Shantung typifies the extent to which 
aggressive nations will go in gratify- 
ing their selfish ambitions. First, 
Germany took our Province by force 
because two of the German mission- 
arles were killed by Chinese robbers. 
Then the World War came on and 
Japan and Great Britain drove Ger- 
many out, and the peace conference 
left Japan in the possession of our 
Shantung. It was the original seiz- 
ure of Shantung that caused Mr. 
Hay to announce his ‘open door’ 
policy. It is: the continued military 
occupation of Shantung by another 
Power that provides one of the chfef 
problems that is confronting the Pa- 
cific Powers. So Shantung has come 
to mean almost the same thing to 
you that it has come to mean to us. 

“China wants to settle the Shan- 
tung question, but in settling it, we 
want to settle it in full justice to our 
own nation ond people and in full 
conformity with your policy of the 
open door of equal opportunities.”’ 


NICARAGUA CONTINUES MARTIAL 
LAW ON HONDURAN BORDER

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 24.— 
The Government has issued a procla- 
mation declaring martial law to con- 
tinue throughott the entire country 
for another 60 days and proclaiming 
that a state of war exists in five 
‘Northwestern departments, three of 
which border on Honduras. 

Government officials have informa- 
tion that after the present small at- 
tacks across the Honduran boundary 
have harassed Nicaragua, a large 
and serious revolutionary movement 
is planned for November. Financial 
measures to meet the military situa- 
tion are being arranged, and 1500 
troops are now in the field, mostly 
along the Honduran border, to repel 
the movements. 

All peons capable of bearing arms 
are beimg recruited but are deserting 
in large numbers.

(Copyright, 1921.) s 
All those’ golfers who have 


never been able to improve their 
game beyond the “golf merely for 
attitude, can ‘whittle 
down their scores from 10 to 20 
strokes by adopting the method of 
play Which was the foundation on 
which I began my championship 
recora,

is written about the 
the right stance and 
the correct detail of swing that 
the golfer becomes obsessed with 
the things he must not do and 
needlessly gives up. He contents 
himself with the thought that par ’ 
golf is utterly beyond him when 
as a matter of fact it may be 
easily within his reach. 

l have made only one. change 
of major importance from 
the style I first learned in the mat- 
ter of grip and swing. I believe 
the factors of perhaps the least 
importance in playing par golf are 
the grip and the swing, it being 
taken for granted that the player 
knows how to take a club and 
swing it, after reasonable instruc- 
tion. 

Shorten the Swing. 
all troubles in the 
such as inaccuracy, slicing, 
pulling, topping and so on, can be 
eliminated by the simple meth- 
od that I employed to erase them 
from’ my game. Shorten the swing, 
and these troubles will vanish. 
Shorten the swing and stiffen the 
left leg as the club comes down, 
and you will see the ball fly 
Straight and arrowy in its flight. 

But the short swing is not a 
thing of magic. It will not turn 
the player from an _ indifferent 
player to a par shooter.

Sound projectors, connected by 
wire with the instrument on the Mu- 
nicipal Theater stage, were placed in 
the trees near the drill ground and 
were supported by steel frames 
placed against the tree trunks. These 
projectors gave practically the same 
sound which was heard on the thea- 
ter stage, where speakers talked di- 
rectly into the “loud speaker,” and 
nhonograph records were played into 
it. 

At times the “loud speaker” was 

shut off, and at such times the audi- 
ence in the theater heard only the 
natural tone of the speaker or of the 
nhonograph record, while those on 
the drill ground heard nothing. Sev- 
eral phonograph selections and one 
piano number were projected and a 
man spoke sentences from the Decla- 
‘ration of Independence. 
It was noticed that the music was 
projected without a metallic sound. 
The man’s voice had a megaphonic 
‘tone, perhaps because he uncon- 
sciously used such atone. The ideal, 
in the use of this instrument, is the 
‘use of normal tones, without special 
effort to “speak into” the receiver. 
The advantage claimed for the “loud 
speaker” over similar inventions pre- 
viously used is that it reproduces the 
natural sound.

Rail- 
road employes and railroad management are alike under obligation to 
on the public against interruptions in service. To the end that there 

e no misunderstanding of the policies of the M., K. & T. lines, considera- 
tion of the following statement is requested: 


There will be no reduction in the wages, or changes in the | 
working conditions, of any employees of the M., K. & T. lines 
coming under the jurisdiction of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board without the approval of that body. 


The management of the M.. K. & T. lines has complied with every order 
or ruling made by the Labor Board since its organization. In the face of a 
deficit, the M., K. & T. complied withthe decision of the Labor Board that 
wages ‘should be increased approximately 22%, effective May 1, 1920, and 
under this decision the wages of M., K. & T. employees were increased ap- 
- pamennggd $7,000,000.00 per annum. Despite further deficits in income, 

e wage rates so established were continued in effect until July 1, 1921, 
“every reduction of less than 12% inwages was authorized by the Labor 

oard. 


As instances have arisen in which the employees and the management 
were unable to agree as to the interpretation and application of certain 
rules carried forward from Government control, differences have been sub- 
mitted to the Labor Board and its ‘rulings complied with. There will be no. 
change in this policy. The M., K. &T. lines will continue to comply with 
the provisions of the Transportation Act and the rulings of the Labor 
Board in order that disagreements with employees, which might threaten 
interruption of transportation service, may be peaceably and fairly adjust- 
ed after consideration of every public and private interest. 


Support of these policies by M., K. & T. employees is essential to the dis- 
| charge of the joint obligation of the employees and the management to 

rovide the public with unititerrupted transportation service. We, there- 
ore, urge all patriotic employees to remain at their posts. Duty to the pub- 
lie, loyalty to the Government as citizens and their personal and family in- 
terest demand that they shall join the management in reliance upon order- 
ly procedure and legal agencies to make them secure in their rights.

The political biparty system in the United States | 
has resisted all conscious efforts to change it.
